After the pigs reach 100 pounds, 
two pounds of barley may be fed to 
one of oats, finely ground, and the oil 
must be discontinued when the pigs 
weigh about 160 pounds or from five 
to six weeks before marketing, to 
avoid having a fishy flavor in the 
pork.

“there’s an abundance for all” comes 
to one’s mind. Yet, there are people 
starving and in distressed circum- 
stances. 

In our reading recently we noticed 
it was only 140 years ago—only a 
couple of yesterdays since, in the 
chronology of mental unfoldment— 
that Malthus startled. the world by 
publishing his theory that population 
was increasing faster than the means 
of subsistence. It might~be difficult 
to determine what influence such a 
theory has had toward establishing an 
economic system largely based on a 
belief in scarcity. But whatever 
weight it may have had it is gratify- 
ing to feel that old Malthus was 
wrong. 

Recently F. E. Lathe, of the Na- 
tional Research Council, Ottawa, pre- 
sented a paper before the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. In it he gave penetrating 
analyses showing the location and 
amount of the natural resources need- 
ed for mankind’s maintenance. The 
result, according to his paper, reveals 
that while mankind is provided in 
practically inexhaustible measure 
with the things most needed, no na- 
tion is completely self-sufficient in 
this respect. 

Again we say that there is an abun- 
dance for all—but the only way in 
which all may share it is through 
peace, co-operation and defeat of fear.
